LOST AT PARIS 


FIRE FOLLOWED BY PANIC IN A 
CHARITY BAZAAR. 


MANY BURNED TO A CRISP. 


The Victims, Mostly Women, Include 
Many Members of the French 
Aristocracy. 


PARIS, May 5.—Shortly before 3 o’clock 
this afternoon the police officials announced 
that sixty-three corpses had been officially 
identified among:the victims of the Grand 
Bazaar fire, and it was also officially an- 
nounced that the total number of dead 
would not exceed 111.

HALF A MILLION, 


Modest Sum Asked for the Develop- 
ment of Mysterious Scien- 
tific Discoveries. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—Dr. Von Holst of the 
University of Chicago is looking for some- 
body with $500,000. He does not want it for 
his own use, but will send the contribution 
to a friend in Italy who he told his class 
can put it to good use. This friend of his 
is a scientist who has made some wonderful 
discoveries. The name of the savant he 
withheld from his pupils, but he made the 
announcement that he had been commis- 
sioned to endeavor to find the sum in ques- 
tion. 

The scientist lives in Naples and Prof. Von 
Holst made his acquaintance while sojourn- 
ing in that city last winter. The Chicago 
professor only gave the merest outline of 
the discovéries by the Italian, but these 
were enough to convince his hearers that 
results had been arrived at which are 
fraught with the greatest consequences to 
the scientific world. They bear in general 
on the transformation of matter, both in 
the organic and the inorganic world. The 
experiments so far have demonstrated, he 
said, that all forms of matter are con- 
stantly changing, and the process of evolu- 
tion can be extended to the inorganic king- 
dom as well as to living tissues. 

He related how he had seen scores of 
photographs which clearly proved this, and 
no man or woman, he asserted, could do 
better for the advancement of science than 
to give $500,000 to its support. He did 
not wish anybody to understand, he said, 
that this was stated on his own authority, 
but no less a scientist and philosopher than 
Herbert Spencer had entirely acquiesced in 
his own conclusions. Herbert Spencer, he 
said, had seen the photographs and was 
struck wit mmendous tmportance 
and had become enthusiastic over the 
discovery.

She ad- 
mitted, though,.that he had a habit of 
making profuse confessions after his pecca- 
dilloes were discovered. 

Miss Edith Thomas, who was Mr. Hill's 
private stenographer until he left the city, 
then gave the additional touch to the pis- 
tol scenes and the confessions by relating 
Mrs. Hill’s statement to Mr. Dan Boone 
of the New York Life, that Mr. Hill had 
turned over to her $50,000,. the house at 
4339 Delmar boulevard and $26,000 in United 
States bonds. 

This was interesting in the light of Mrs.

WRECKED WITH 
‘DYNAMITE BOMBS 


MISCREANTS TRY TO DESTROY 
CHRIS PAHL’S SALOON, 


HE ACCUSES HIS WIFE. 


Three Charges of Dynamite Failed to 
Destroy the Building or In- 
jure the Inmates, 


Three terrific explosions awoke the in- 
mates of the Insane Asylum, Poor-house 
and Female Hospital at 3:15 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 

The detonations were quickly located at 
the saloon of Christopher Pahl at 6800 Old 
Manchester road. 


Three dynamite bombs had been exploded 
about the place. The lower part of the 
building was wrecked, but the supports 
held and the upper floor remained intact. 

Pahl and his four children slept over the 
saloon. 

When Supt. Oberbeck of the Poor-house 
ran over to the saloon he expected to find 
the dead bodies of Pahl and his children 
in the ruins. They were badly scared, but 
uninjured. 

A crowd gathered, for the roar of the 
exploding dynamite had aroused the neigh- 
borhood. So great was the shock that 
many tumbled out of bed, thinking there 
was an earthquake. 

An investigation showed that dynamite 
had been employed to wreck the building. 
A stick of the explosive was found near the 
alley gate, eighty feet in the rear of the 
building. 

The miscreants who attempted to destroy 
the place took ample measures to make 
their work effective. Their charges were 
side 
window and a third at the main entrance 
of the saloon, which cuts into a corner of 
the building. 

The explosions followed in quick succes- 
sion, the two last being almost simultane- 
ous. 

Pahl says that when awakened he 4id not 
know what had happened, but the two ex- 
plosions which foflowed told him the place 
was being wrecked. 

Already his four children were out of bed 
and had left their own rooms to come into 
his. 

When all was quiet they dressed hurried- 
ly and went down stairs, but not by the 
steps, as they had been blown out. 

Neighbors placed a plank from the groun4 
up to the second floor and on this the little 
family slid down. 

It is the opinion of Sergeant Reese of the 
Mounted Police District that all of the 
bombs were on the same fuse and that it 
occupled about three seconds for the fuse 
to burn from bomb to bomb. A slow fuse 
is thought to have been attached to one 
end of the string of bombs and that this 
slow fuse gave the person who caused the 
explosion time to escape. 

When seen by the mounted police Pahl 
said he suspected his wife, Josephine, with 
having been the cause of the wreck. His 
four children are by a former wife. 

“A year ago my wife left me and sued for 
divorce,” Pah! said to the mounted police, 
“and since then she has threatened to kill 
me several times. On one occasion word 
was brought to me that she had said she 
would blow up all of us with dynamite.” 

His wife, Mrs. Josephine Pahl, conducts a 
saloon at Gravois avenue and Sidney street,

former husband. Her little boy was in the

As the Error Will Be Remedied July 1, 
It Is Probable No Steps Will 
Be Taken. 


Every dramshop license issued in St. 
Louls since the office of Excise Commis- 
sioner was created is invalid This ts due 
to an error by Col. Nick Bel', former Ex- 
cise Commissioner, which error has also 
been made by Excise Commissioner Hig- 
Kins. It was declared fatal by the Court 
of Appeals Tuesday in the case of the State 
ex. rel. Laidley vs. Higgins. 

ls will not work any particular hard- 
ship on the majority of the saloonkeepers, 
however, as they will operate under the 
old licenses until July 1, the beginning of 
the fiscal year,. when they must circulate 
hew petitions, complying with the law as 
laid down by the Court of Appeals. 

As petitions are in force only one year, 
the majority would have to circulate new 
ones anyhow. The inconvenience will fall 
of about 19 saloonkéepets ‘whose petitions 
were presented aifx months ago. : 

The case decided by the Court of Appeals 
grew out of the issuance of a license by Ex- 
Cisne Commissioner Higgins to’ Jihus J, SaitZ 
for a saloon at 3568 Olive street. 

The court declared the license invalid be- 
cause issued on a petition signed only by a 
majority of ‘“‘tax-paying citizens’’ in the 
block. The statute requires the signatures 
of a majority of these and of the guardians 
of ee minors as own property in the 
lock, 

None of the petitions on which Hcenses 
Wave been issued were signed by guardians 
of minors, but only by “taxpaying cit- 
izens.’’ The form of the petitions, as fur- 
nmished saloon-keepers by Col. Bell and Mr. 
Higgins, was faulty in this respect. 

If it were not so late tin the day the W. 
Cc. T. VU. or other temperance workers 
would have an opportunity to rid St, Louts 
of every saloon, for a brief period at least, 
under the ruling of the Appellate Court. 
Ex-Gov. William J. Stone, attorney for Mr. 
Higgins, states; however, that it would be 
necessary to proceed against each saloon- 
keeper separately, and he doubts whether 
any proceedings would be entertained by 
the courts at this late day.

IS IN SESSION 


FIFTH MEETING OF THE INTER- 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE.

PROCEEDINGS 


Important Topics to Be Considered, In- 
cluding Transit Rates by In- 
termediary Countries. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The old 
Coreoran Art Gallery, at Seventeenth street 
and Pennsylvania avenue, was the scene 


to-day of an assemblage of representatives 
of the nations of the world, who have been 
delegated by their respective countries to 
discuss a large number of important mai- 
ters relating to the cheapening and quick- 
ening of the transportation of the mails. 
The deliberations of the International Pos- 
tal Congress—for so it is designated—will ex- 
tend over two months. It was originally 
intended that the congress should assemble 
in the new Library Building, but the aver- 
sion in Congress to the use of that struct- 
ure for other than library purposes was and 
is so strong that the Corcoran gallery has 
been substituted. Delegates are present 
from every country save the Chinese Em- 
pire, Corea and the Orange Free State, and 
the first two named will be represented 
through their embassies in this city. While 
each nation is entitled to as many delegates 
as it desires, and some have sent five or six, 
but one vote for each country will be al- 
lowed. According to the usual custom, the 
emer ete will be conducted in the French 
anguage and-behind closed doors. 

The assemblage which convened to-day Is 
the Fifth International Postal Union Con- 
gress. The Universal Postal Union was in- 
augurated at a conference held in the hall of 
the National Senate at Berne, Switzerland, 
in 1874. The second Congress was held at 
the Bourbon Palace at Paris in May, 1878; 
the third at Lisbon in February, 1885, and 
the fourth at Vienna in May, 1891. An in- 
ternational central office of the bureau is 
maintained at Berne under the superintend- 
ence of the Swiss postal administration, its 
expenses being bore by the various countries 
in the union. This bureau, something like 
the bureau of South American Republics in 
this country, collects, publishes and distrib- 
utes information of every kind concerning 
the international postal service, and gives 
opinions in disputes. The annual share of 
the United States toward the maintenance 
of the central administration is about $700. 
The Congress is required by its constitution 
to meet every five years. The total number 
of countries embraced in the union is fifty- 
three. 

The most important topic to be consid- 
ered by the congress is that of transit 
rates by intermediary countries: for mails 
received from other countries. It is prob- 
able that there will be a general reduction 
of these rates—a result which would be dis- 
advantageous to the United States. Some 
of the delegates ate in favor of abolishing 
entirely the compensation allowed for 
the transportation of mails through 
intermediary countries, but as. there 
are conflicting interests, the congress 
will scarcely go to this extreme. None of 
the foreign delegates have formulated in 
advance questions for consideration, but, 
as already stated, there will be enough 
business to keep the body in session for at 
least six weeks. The expense attending 
the congress will be in the neighborhood of 
$250,000, which will be appropriated by Con- 
gress. The pending sundry civil service bill 
$100,000 on account, 
will entertain the del- 
egates at the White House, and a number 
of excursions have been planned—not on 
the junketing order, but for the purpose 
of studying various phases of the postal 
system in this country and the latest meth.

THE FILLEY INDIANS INTERVIEW 
THE PRESIDENT. 


THEY GOT TWO BLACK EYES. 


Davis’ Appointment and Smith’s Con- 
firmation Were Staggerers, but 
They Keep a Bold Front. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The Filley 
“Indians” have reached Washington. They 
came in last night and made for Brock’s 
wigwam where Herr Doktor Bartholdt, 
Chief Sachem, resides. There they were 
carefully concealed until this morning, when 
they descended upon the White House in 
solid phalanx to arrange with the Pres- 
ident for lifting the scalplock of Col. R. C. 


Kerens. They were received by the Pres- 
ident in the cabinet reom, and for thirty 
minutes they made war medicine and talked 
of Missouri patronage. Herr Doktor Bar- 
tholdt headed the crowd. Among the Fil- 
ley Indians were F. B: Brownell, a “Big 
Injun”’ in the state committee; Dr. Walter 
J. Waite, Coroner; Heinrich Reinstadler, 
City Marshal; Mike Chartrand, the Gum 
Shoe Sioux; Messrs. Uthoff and Brink- 
meyer of the Council; Mike Foerstel of the 
Twelfth District Coneressional committee; 
Chris Shawacker, the Forest Park aborigine; 
Dr. Wilson of the Legislature; Joe McCoy, 
a Filley Indian from Independence; Joe 
Harris, Election Commissioner of Kansas 
City; Dr. Carr of the state committee; Mr. 
Duncan of Southwest Missouri; John F. 
Hawley of Chillicothe, at whose house “de 
ole man” stops’ when in that town, and ex 
Congressman George Crowther of St.Joseph. 

The “Old Man’s’’ Indians told the Presi- 
dent that Col. Kerens and his crowd did 
not represent Republican sentiment in the 
State and that no indorsements for office 
were genuine and warm stuff unless the 
signature of Filley was at the bottom, 
After the conference the Indians filed out 
of the White House and immediately dis- 
appeared in the underbrush in the White 
House grounds. 

Later in the day Herr Doktor Bartholdt 
said triumphantly, ‘‘We’ve got ’em, but 
my lips are sealed as to what took place 
at the White House.’’ 

The Filley Indians were dismayed upon 
their arrival] last night to learn that Char- 
ley Smith had been confirmed for Surveyor 
of the Port a few hours before their ar- 
rival. The nomination of Webster Davis 
as Assistant Secretary of the Interior, algo 
sent in before their arrival, was likewise a 
severe disappointment. They confidential- 
ly expected to defeat Smith for confirma- 
tion and to accomplish the sidetracking of 
Javis. Their mission was -fruitless in 
these cases, but they claim that Col. Ker- 
ens’ scalp will soon be dangling from their 
belts. The ‘“Indians’’ came under strict 
instructions from ‘‘De Ole Man’’ to keep 
their mouths shut. They are trying to 
follow instructions, but the temptation is 

reat. If they get from under the watch- 
ul eye of Deputy Sachem Brownell there 
will be a gabfest sure.

PARIS, May 5.—The terrible fire at the 
Grand Bazar de la Charite, a temporary 
wooden structure about 100 yards long and 
60 yards wide, erected in the Rue Jean-Gou- 
jon, for the annual charity fair, of which all 
the most prominent society ladies of Paris 
are patronesses, has thrown the French 
capital into mourning. The conflagration, 
which broke out shortly after 4 o'clock yes. 
terday in the kinematrograph booth, near 
the stall of the Duchess d’Uzes, while from 
1,500 to 2,000 persons were present, caused the 
loss of over 100 lives. 

As this dispatch is sent, early Wednesday 
morning 111 charred corpses have been re- 
covered, together with twelve portions of 
bodies, the identity of which never may be 
established. 

Since 5 o’clock this morning crowds of 
people have been flocking to the Palais 
de l’Industrie, where many of the bodies and 
a large number of the injured were taken. 
At 6 o’clock a detachment of the Garde 
Republique relieved the detachment of in- 
fantry, which had been on duty all night 
long about the scene of the catastrophe. 

The search for the dead continues in the 
ruins. Quantities of coins, watches, rings, 
necklaces and bracelets have been picked 
up in the debris. 

At 8 o’clock there was a movement to- 
wards a corner of the ruins, and another 
body was slowly drawn from the mass with 
which it had been covered. It was little 
more than a black trunk, headless and limb. 
less, and little hope is entertained of dis- 
covering its identity. In this case, as in all 
other instances, the firemen and police, upon 
discovering a body, carefully overhauled 
everything near it and under it, 
in order to discover, possible, 
some piece of jewelry or other 
article which might lead to the identifica- 
tion of the remains. 

So soon as the bodies are claimed by the 
anxious relatives and others who are 
searching for the missing and who have 
been hovering in Gespair about this spot 
throughout the night, they are placed in 
carriages held in waiting and taken to their 
former homes 


if 


The scene at night was a remarkable one. 
Long lines of infantry were drawn in cordon 
around the dreadful spot. The bonfires and 
torches, electric lights and gas jets used to 
illuminate the scene reflected upon the 
bayonets and accouterments of the soldiers 
and threw a ghastly illumination upon the 
houses of the vicinity, the windows of 
which were crowded during most of the 
night with people watching the work of hor- 
ror. Every now and then a hearse would 
be cafMed from the line of vehicles stationed 
in proximity to the scene of the fire, a black 
mass would be tenderly lifted into it, and 
another unfortunate victim of the conflagra- 
tion would be taken to one of the tem- 
porary morgues in the Palais de l’Industrie 
or at the neighboring Hospital Beaujon. 
Frequently as many as a dozen hearses were 
gathered together in the courtyard of the 
Palais de |’Industrie, and opposite the en- 
trance of that building hundreds of coffins 
were ranged, ready to receive the bodies 
of those who had perished in. that terrible 
stampede and which had subsequently, in 
most cases, been charred beyond recogni- 
tion. 

The scenes witnessed among those who 
remained about the fatal spot throughout 
the night, unable to tear themselves away, 
indifferent to the entreaties of their friends 
or relatives, baffle description. Upon sev- 
eral occasions a distracted father or moth- 
er, half mad with grief, would endeavor to 
force a way through the line of soldiers or 
the inner line of police drawn about the 
blackened ruins. Children were there 
weeping for lost parents, and the old joined

The Baron de Mackau had a similar ex- 
perience. Seven times he penetrated the 
flaming ruins in search of his sister, each 
time to save another and only to see his 
sister, later, fall before his eyes when he no 
longer had strength to lift her. 

The Marquise d’Aigle was rescued by a 
fireman after she had given herself up as 
lost. All her frineds had fallen around her 
and she was on her knees in prayer, await- 
ing death, when a fireman caught her up 
and succeeded in extricating her, though 
she was frightfully burned. 

The ladies -who succeeded tn escaping 
rushed shrieking madly into the courtyards 
of adjoining houses, wildly beseeching help. 

The fact that the faces and heads of the 
dead were so horribly charred and disfigured 
is explained by the fact that the capes worn 
were generally of flimsy material and were 
the first articles of apparel to catch fire. 

The Marquise Lubersac is in a critical 
condition. Mme. Mathieylle had her whole 
body blistered. Mme. La Miolle was severe 
ly burned about her hack and head. 


An eye-witness describes the 
follows: 

“The women mostly wore light costumes, 
and those who escaped from the furnace 
were screaming ‘Fire; help!’ The faces of 
many of them were covered with blood. 
From time to time children ran out of the 
burning building, crying for their mothers. 
A number of women of the poorer class, 
standing in the crowd, at the risk of burn- 
ing themselves, tore the flaming clothing 
from the persons of the ladies as the latter 
dashed in terror through the streets. 

“The bazaar at that moment was nothing 
more or less than a huge brazier. As the 
heat was unbearable, we made our way to 
some vacant ground between the bazaar and 
the convent of the Rue Bayard and joined 
a handful of workmen who were trying to 
rescue people from the flames by means of 
a ladder too short to avail much. 

“While the work of rescue was in prog- 
ress, heartrending cries from the rear at- 
tracted us. Two women who had just es- 
caped from the flames were lying writhin 
on the ground just beyond the margin o 
the fire. We darted in that direction, and 
as we neared them pieces of burning debris 
fell in showers upon our heads and we 
were unable to reach these unfortunates, 
who were then burning like torches. They 
had ceased to stirand they soon entirely dis- 
appeared in the flames. The witnesses of 
this awful scene groaned and wept. 

‘The awful drama was then at its height. 
In the mbidst of the hissing, crackiing

tims, but they were speedily stifled. 

“Seeing the hopelessness of saving the 
bazaar the firemen turned their attention 
to: the adjoining convent, up the walls of 
which the flames were leaping. In a few 
moments the bazaar collapsed with a fright 
ful crash, enveloping the vicinity in flaming 
debris. I was then able to approach it. 
On all sides were the bodies of persons 
once elegantly. dressed, many of them 
stretched on their backs, with arms ex- 
tended as though appealing for help. 

“Owing to the heat, we were unable to 
give the remains the attention which would 
have permitted their relatives to identify 
them. The space in which we were stand- 
ing was speedily invaded by despairing 
crowds of relatives, some of whom had to 
be forcibly prevented from leaping into the 
flames.”’ 

The bazaar was opposite Baron Roths- 
child’s stables. “One of the grooms saved 
many of the people whose clothing was tn 
flames by drenching them with the stable 
hose. Gen. Mennier, with his clothes 
ablaze, rushed into the stable yard and 
plunged into a tank.of water. 

During the afternoon the body of the 
Duchesse d’Alencon was identified. The 
Duchesse was the sister of the Empress of 
Austria and sister of the wife of Prince 
Ferdinand of Orleans. She was a Duchess of 
Bavaria and was born in 1847 and married 
in 1868. Her daughter, Princess Louise, is 
married to Prince Alphonse of Bavaria, and 
her son, Prince Phillippe, is the husband of 
Princess Henriette of Belgium, 


FURY OF THE FIRE. 


The Roof Soon Fell in on the Heads of 
the Struggling People. 


PARIS, May 5.—It appears that the fire 
originated on the left side of the bazaar. 
The illuminating apparatus of the kinete- 


motograph exploded and set fire to the Tur- 
kish curtains and hangings. In a few mo- 
ments the flames spread along the whole 
side of the bazaar. he public threw them- 
selves instinctively to the right side of the 
building, which backed on the high wall 
of an adjoining edifice. The bazaar alto- 
gether had eight doors, three in front and 
one on the left side. In the rear were four, 
like French windows, which were specially 
reserved for the employes. The crowd near 
the main entrance were able to escape, but 
those at the other end, not knowing of the 
doors reserved for the employes, found 
themselves ‘hemmed in as in a cul de sac. 
As the fire spread the pressure on the 
right side, where there were no exits, kept 
steadily increasing. Here a number of vic- 
tims were crushed to death. Happily the 
wall of the Hote! du Palais, against which 
the bazaar backed, furnished a barred win- 
dow. Immediately upon the alarm being 
given the servants hurriedly broke the bars 
and were able to rescue a large number 
of reons. 
gpadenly above the roar of the flames 
were heard cries of terror and despairing 
appeals for help from the cul de sac end, 
where the unfortunates were being roasted 
alive. The firemen threw hundreds of buck- 
ets of water upon them from above. but 
their courageous efforts were all in vain. 
The fire made furious headway. Cries of 
despair arose outside in the Avenue Mon- 
taigne, the Piace Alma and the Rue Fran- 
coils, adjacent streets. In all these thor- 
oughfares there was a veritable flight of 
maddened people, mostly women without 
skirts, petticoats or hats, their feet names 
and thelr clothing either burned off or to 
off.

some time elapsed before the charred y 
bodies could be pulled from the smoking 
and burning mass of debris covering the 
spot which but a short time before had 
been the scene of so much gayety. 

The first terrible fact realized was the 
absencé of water. As repeatedly happens 
in Paris, the firemen were hampe by de- 
fective appliances. Though they cut with 
their axes through the planks and trellis- 
work, comparatively few persons were able 
to make their escape in that way. 


The remains removed to the Palais de 
Industries filled fourteen large vans and 
several ambulances. 

In the streets adjacent to the bazaar 
were long lines of sumptuous equipages. 
Most of these returned empty—their own- 
ers were dead. ' 

It is noticed that in most cases the heads 
of the victims were burned to a cinder, 
even when other parts of the body were 
not much injured. This is explained by the 
fact that the thickly tarred roof fell in 
blazing masses upon the heads. 

The papal nuncio, who delivered the ben- 
ediction at the opening, had just left the 
building when the fire broke out. Half an 
hour afterward the structure had com- 
pletely disappeared. There was no sign 
of the masonry. girders and other struct- 
ural parts which are usually left after a 
big fire. The whole edifice was reduced 
to ashes, with a heap of charred corpses 
as the most noticeable object. The und 
was a sodden mass of debris, of clothes, 
boots and shoes, coins, keys and miscel- 
laneous articles on sale at the stalls. 


One lady rushed about frantically calling 
her daughter by name. Some one told her 
the girl was safe, whereupon she jumped 
danced, screamed, then rushed to the 
coachman to tell him to drive home, and 
fell In a dead swoon. Another lady went 
insane. A third Imagined in her frenzy 
that she recognized her daughter’s dress, 
and hysterically called upon her husband 
to tell the police to prevent the child from 
going to the bazaar. Cabinet Ministers, 
Embassadors, noblemen and members of 
the highest social and financial circles were 
side by side with the lowliest and the poor- 
est, anxiously inquiring for their missing 
relatives. About thirty were saved by Pere 
Ambroise and Pere Bailli, who helped them 
over the wall with a ladder to the printing 
room of the newspaper La Croix.

THE PARIS HOLOCAUST. 

The adage that experience is a costly 
teacher was never illustrated in a more 
tragic manner than by the terrible catas- 
trophe at the Paris Charity Bazaar. 

In no way is the carelessness and want 
of thought in modern society more strik- 
ingly exemplified than in the fact that 
no precautions against fire or panic are 
ever taken where the public is allowed 
to gather together in large numbers for 
a temporary fete or amusement. Thea- 
ters and other permanent places of public 
gathering have been compelled by law 
to provide ample means of exit, fire ap- 
pliances, and in most cases a trained 
corps of fire fighters is at hand in such 
places. But where great crowds are al- 
lowed to gather, on a temporary occa- 
sion, nothing is demanded by law by way 
of precaution against possible panic or 
fire. 

At such temporary gatherings helpless 
women and children are usually present 
in largé numbers, and it is nothing less 
than criminal to allow them to come to- 
gether without adequate protection. Pre- 
cautions against fire and panic are even 
more necessary at such gatherings than 
in theaters and places where a trained 
staff is always at hand to fight fire or 
stay a panic. 

Laws should be passed as speedily as 
possible providing that no temporary 
gatherings of the people be permitted 
unless proper arrangements have been 
made for previous official inspection and 
for a fire patrol and apparatus for extin- 
guishing an incipient blaze. A fire patrol 
under such circumstances is even more 
necessary than the presence of police. 

Hundreds of the best households in 
Paris are in mourning to-day because of 
the absence of these common-sense pre- 
cautions. It is one of the most costly 
lessons of the century.

THE DOOM OF MILNER. 

We are at a loss-to understand why 
Street Commissioner Milner, after the ex- 
plicit orders he has received from Mayor 
Ziegenhein, should dare affront any of 
the Mayor's friends in the matter of ap- 
pointments in the Street Department. 

What the Mayor said to Mr. Milner on 
the day His Honor took the burden of 
government upon himself, was this: “The 
Central Committee recommends each Of 
him a good man.

SENATE BILL OF ABOMINATIONS. 
The tariff bill reported by the Senate 
Finance Committee is, in some respects, 
an improvement on the Dingley bill. But, 
after this is said, it must be added that 
it remains, next to the original Dingley 
bill, the most monstrous abuse of the 
taxing power ever proposed in any na- 
al legislative body. 
ep as reported to the Senate, 
should become a law, it would not, as 
Blaine said of the McKinley bill in 1890, 
“make a market for another barrel of 
pork or bushel of wheat.” The reci- 
procity clause in the Dingley bill is prac- 
tically eliminated. While New England 
loses free hides, she gets @ compensating 
rebate clause for exportation purposes, 
and in nearly every other line in which 
she is interested the schedules are as 
distinctively in’ her favor as they were 
when presented to the House by her 
Congressman, Dingley, and rushed 
through that body by her Speaker, Reed. 
The Senators ‘have been more honest 
than the House Committee of Ways and 
Means in one respect. They throw off 
the disguise that high tariff duties are 
laid for purposes of revenue, or can be 
expected to yield increased revenue. They 
admit a diminution of revenue under 
taxes that will prohibit imports for the 
purpose of giving a closed market to 
favored industries. Accordingly they 
look for revenue in other directions. They 
propose to increase the tax on beer and to 
levy a tariff duty on tea. 
The Dingley bill, even as revised by the 
Senate Finance Committee, remains a 
Bill of Abominations, It will not add one 
dollar to the productive wealth of the 
country; it will lower rather than in- 


crease the price of agricnitural products, 
because by reducing imports it will les- 
sen the export demand for those products, 
thus lowering prices in the home mar- 
ket; and it will raise the price to the 
consumer of sugar, tea, clothing, blank- 
ets, hats, shoes and practically all the 
necessaries of life except food. 

It is an imbecile attempt to bring back 
prosperity by increasing the taxes of an 
already overburdened people. The spe- 
cial privileges it creates will breed mil- 
lionaires at one end of the social scale 
and tramps and paupers at the other end. 
It will defeat the hopes of the people in 
the election of McKinley as the Advance 
Agent of Prosperity, and it will utterly 
discredit Protection as a remedy for the 
industrial depression that is paralyzing 
the energies of the people. 


THE MIDDLE OF THE ROAD. 

J. C. Wible of Breese, Ill., offers an ex- 
planation of why Republicans and Mid- 
dle-of-the-Road Populists are working 
together to prevent further fusion of 
Democrats and Populists. The explana- 
tion is one of several in response to the 
offer of the Post-Dispatch to publish 
such an explanation from “any honest 
leader of the Middle-of-the-Road Popu- 
lists.”’ 

Mr. Wible is undoubtedly honest. He 
is too honest to dodge, and his honesty 
leads him into a contradiction of himself.

Indeed, we don’t quite know what to do 
in order to keep our millionaires with us 
and in good temper. I¢ we tax their per- 
sonal property in New York they move out 
of the city. If the State should tax their 
estates after their deaths they—as Presi- 
dent Barnard points out—would move out 
of the State. If the nation should attempt 
to tax their incomes they would—so they all 
say—move out of the United States. And 
as a nation destitute of millionaires would 
be an arid waste—though we believe Mr. 
Henry George has pointed out that the 
tramp is the complement of the millionaire 
~—it probably would be best to abandon al] 
attempt to tax them, and leave the burden 
of maintaining the Government where it 
now rests—squarely on the shoulders of the 
farmer and workingman.

If you feel right back of your ear you will 
notice an enlargement or bump on the bone, 
and I want to tell you that this bump is 
porous and is connected with the middle 
ear cavity by several channels. When the 
middle ear becomes diseased the disease 
often extends along these channels and 
into this cavity, where an abscess forms 
and the disease is called mastoiditis. 
The Ear and the Brain. 

Any disease that attacks the middle ear 
or mastoid cavity is very grave and danger. 
ous, because these parts are situated s0 
close to the brain. Inflammation in these 
structures is liable to extend to the brain, 
and every year disease set up in the mid- 
dle ear causes the death of 30,000 people in 
the United States alone. So serious is dis- 


ease of the middle ear considered, on ac- 


count of the nearness of parts of the brain, 
that life insurance companies refuse to in- 
sure those persons so afflicted. 

It was such a disease that destroyed the 
life of the late Roscoe Conkling, and the 
present Emperor of Germany’s erratic and 
peculia’ actions at times are attributed to 
a chronic disease of the middle ear from 
which he suffers. 

What Constitutes the Ear. 

While every one knows that situated in- 
side of the head is the origin of hearing, 
few understand what this structure is really 
like that grasps the sounds of nature and 
holds these expressions of life and action 
in its embrace until there is molded on 
the substance of the brain an exact copy 
of the sound as is molded the mass of 
putty to the inner surface of the hand 
which gree itfirmly. This fixing of sound 
upon the brain is called or The vari- 
ous parts taken together which grasp, re- 
peat and hold the sound are called the ear. 
What is usually styled the ear is but a pro- 
jection to guide sound into the organ of 
hearing, which ig nearly two inches inside 
the head, The various parts of the ear are 
shown clearly in the large engraving, where 
they are seen to consist of the external ear 
and a tube that leads from it inwardly to a 
curtain that entirely blocks the end of 
this tube—the ear drum. The drum ard 
three little bones that connect with it and 
the cavity immediately behind the drum 
constitute what is called the middle ear.

Talks to Them as an Instructor from a Blackboard.

ries air into the deepest recesses of the 
ear. Without air in the middle ear no sound 
can be heard. The ear needs air to convey 
the sound to the parts which imprison it 
and repeat it to the brain, the same as 
electricity requires a wire upon which to 
travel when it is sent in the form of a mes- 
sage. 
7 Eye and Ear Compared. 

The eye is but a looking-glass, with a 
cable composed of nerves passing out of 
its back surface and reaching into the 
brain. The mirror of the eye takes up pic- 
tures of the objects that are presented to it, 
and, moulding this picture on the nerves, 
the sense of sight !s made manifest through 
the brain. The eye cannot mould objects, 
except by the aid of light. The ear, consist- 
ing as it does of tubes and sounding boards, 
cannot fix and hold sounds except when 
these tubes are free and contain air. As we 
have seen, air only enters a sound ear 
through a tub that passes from the throat 
up behind the ear drum. Oh, wise provision 
of nature, thus to have the air that goes to 
the ear, that most delicate of all human or- 
gans, come from a point where no dust or 
dirt may enter with it, and where the air 
has already been heated so that the internal 
ear only receives warm air. The ear is 
usually deranged by cold in any form, and 
the ear drum shuts off all cold air from 
without. 

How Deafness Is Caused. 

What a lesson this should be to every one 
having ear disease, or earache! A lesson 
which practice and experience shows most 
plainly, namely, that in all painful affec- 
tions of the ear heat applied in the form 
of warm water injected into the outer tube 
of the ear or hot bags of salt or rubber 
bags filled with hot water when applied to 
the external ear give almost instant relief 
to such painful affections. It is needless 
to say that any disease of the inner parts 
of the ear interferes with the hearing and 
in time produces deafness. Nearly all cases 
of deafness result from disease blocking 
up the tubes that lead from the throat, or 
the disease interfering with the drum of 
the middle ear. When, from any cause, alr 
is shut out from the inner parts of the 
ear the hearing is interfered with, and the 
first sign that a person has warning him 
that his hearing is fatling ts that he no- 
tices that he hears slowly, then sounds be- 
come muffled, become indistinct, and grad- 
ually are lost altogether. With this there

are often heard annoying sounds as of 
steam escaping or of bells ringing, or of 
water falling, which irritate and annoy 
during the daytime and prevent sleep at 
night. Such a sensitive structure as the ear, 
guarded as carefully as nature could guard 
it against accidents and disease, is still 
quite subject to disease which impairs its 
function. Careful statistics show that one 
person out of every three is more or less 
deaf as a result of accident or disease. 
The closure by disease of the tube which 
leads from the throate#o the middle ear, is 
what produces nearly all cases of deaf- 
ness, and the reason why so many remain 
deaf has resulted from the inability to 
reach the disease in the deep parts of the 
head with anything that could cure it, 
and at the same time would do no harm to 
the ears. For centuries the doctors have 
tried in vain to accomplish this result. They 
have devised all manner of apparatuses and 
instruments to open up the closed tubes 
but the majority of those with afflicted 
ears who have submitted to the ear doc- 
tor’s measures have suffered considerable 
torture, have but in.a few instances ob- 
tained benefit, while the experience of most 
sufferers has béen that the treatment, in- 
stead of doing good, has caused them to 
grow worse, and has increased the deaf- 
ness. 


How the Cure Is Accomplished. 

All’ this talk about the ear, while very 
interesting and instructive, would amount 
to but little did it not tell that there has 
been found a way at last of removing the 
cause of lost hearing and of restoring in 
the majority of cases the lost sense of 
sound. In approaching this part of the 
subject I do so with all that degree of hesi- 


tancy which a man must feel in speak- 
ing of his own work.

HELD FOR HENNELLY’S MURDER

TIMEKEEPER’S, AWFUL DEATH. 


COMPANION’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Heller Saw the Car Coming and Held 
Frantically to Engineer Fred 
Schulte’s Coat. 


George Heller, timekeeper at the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewery, met a_ horrible 
death in the railroad yards of the brewery 
Wednesday morning. 

It is a part of the timekeeper’s duties to 
make the rounds of the various depart- 
ments and ascertain from the foremen the 
names of employes who have reported for 
work. 

Heller left the company’s main office 
shortly after 10 o'clock. 

He went to the boller house at the South- 
ern end of the yards. There he met Chief 


Engineer Fred Schulte. They left the boil- 
er house together, intending to return to 
the office, 

A dead track just west of the wash-house 
terminates fifteen feet north of the boiler- 
house, the space between the end of the 
track and the building being paved with 
granite. 

A car load of empty bottles was standing 
on this track. 

A switch leads from the northern end 
of the dead track to the ice factory, back 
of the boiler-house. 

As the two men emerged from the :‘boiler- 
house a train loaded with ice steamed into 
the yards from the north. 

Switchman John C. Ross threw the switch 
leading from the dead track to the one 
passing the ice-house. 

he first car took the switch, but the 
second jumped the track and crashed into 
the car on the dead track. . 

The car shot toward the boiler-house, just 
as Heller and Schulte reached the narrow 
passage between the end of the track and 
the building. 

Schulte was nearest the car. 

He oe ay ut out his hands and 
grasped the iron cleats on the end of the 


car. 

He had almost swung himself clear of the 
track when Heller, in a frenzy of despera- 
tion, caught him around the neck. 

Schulte’s grip on the car was broken and 
ws fell to the track, carrying Heller with 

im. 

Just how he did it he himself doesn’t 
know, but he rolled off the track just in 
time to avoid the wheels. 

Heller clung desperately to Schulte’s 
coat, and did not relax his hold until the 
wheels ground out his own life. 

The first wheel passed over the unfortu- 
nate timekeeper’s head. 

Then the trucks picked = his body 
dragged it over the rough granite stones and 
inned what was left of the quivering,bleed- 
ng mass of flesh against the wall of the 
boiler house. George Heusler, a well known 
oil merchant, had started to cross the pas- 
sageway when he saw the box car with its 
hideous bath of blood approaching him. He 
jumped back just in time to avoid being 
crushed to a pulp. 

He ran around the car and helped Schulte 
to remove Heller’s torn and mangled body. 

Heller, Schulte and Heuseler had been 
friends for years. 

Heller was 41 years old. He had worked 
for the company five years and lived with 
his wife at 1320 South Broadway. 

No arrests were made, as the police be- 
lieve the tragedy was unavoidable.

“BUTCH” WAGNER INDIFFERENT. 


He Gives Expression to Sentiments 
That Would Disgrace a Bawdy- 
House Keeper. 


Lillian Israel, aged 17 years, is in the St. 
Louis jail weak from the effects of bullet 
wound. She will bear a child about June 
20. It will then have been more than eleven 
months since she was sent to prison. 

Henry Ockel, assistant cook in the jail, 
admits that he is the father of the unborn 
chili. 

Jailer Butch Wagner knows this, and ad- 
mits that he knows it, but says he will 
not dismiss Ockel. 

Other women prisoners charge that Ockel 
has been intimate with them during their 


incarceration. Wagner knows this, but he 
does not censure Ockel. 

Lillian Israel is a quadroon, very pretty 
and neat looking. She and Amelia Rollins 
were put in jail on July 16, 1896, for robbing 
Frank Lester of 318 South Garrison avenue 
of $2.75. Two weeks later Lillian Israel was 
put to work in the kitchen as a trusty. 

She didn’t know anything about cooking, 
but was the prettiest female in the prison. 

Frank Beile, the chief cook, is married 
and lives in South St. Louis. Henry Ockel, 
who had just been appointed assistant cook, 
slept im the jail. Lillian Israel had access 
to his room and to others day and night. 

On Dec. 16 she was sentenced to six 
months in jail. On Feb. 2 she entered Ock- 
el’s room when he was out. Two pistol 
shots were heard. The guards entered the 
room and found Lillian Israel on Ockel’s 
bed with Ockel’s revolver in her hand. There 
was a bullet wound in her side. 

She said she had shot herself because she 
was remorseful for having robbed Frank 
Lester. 

At the City Hospital {t was found that she 
was with child. She was sent back to jail 
about the middle of April. Dr. Jordan, chief 
Dispensary physician, saw her in prison, 

nd she told him Ockel Was responsible for 

er condition. She signed a written state- 
ment, giving all the details of the liason. 
This was turned over to Jailer Wagner and 
he investigated and found it true. 

He did nothing and the affair was kept 
quiet till a Post-'Dispatch reporter heard of 
ft. He called on the jailer. 

“Why don't you take some action in this 
matter?’ the reporter said to Wagner. 

‘What action can I take?’ said Wagner. 

“Have you discharged the employe who is 
responsible?’’ 

“Don’t you ever believe I will do that. 
Ockel is a good fellow—one of my own ap- 
pointments, and, besides, he paid the woman 
and she accepted the money.”’ 

“In your opinion that justifies Ockel?’”’ 

“Certainly.’”’ 

“Then any of you employes can have im- 
proper relations with any of your female 
prisoners, as long as they pay for it?’

Davis H. Waite of Colorado 
has a very wholesome respect for Mrs. 
Victoria C. Whitney, President of the St. 
Louis Women’s Suffrage League, with whom 
he had a sort of debate Tuesday night at 


the Jefferson Club. 
It was during Gov. Waites’ term of office 


that women’s suffrage was adopted in Colo- 
rado, and the Governor was naturally sup- 
posed to know something about the working 
ot it. He was thererore asked to speak on 


the subject at the meeting. 

Gov. Taite has a very clear notion of 
what he thinks and ins‘sts upon expressing 
his opinions, no matter how many of his 
hearers may have opposite views. 

This disposition on the part of the courtly 
old Populist is what got him into trouble 
with Mrs. Whitney and provoked her to 
saying her say in very warm and emphatic 
tones. There is only one thing to be re- 
gretted about the debate of > weneay night, 
and that is that many of Mrs. Whitney’s 
finest sarcasms were entirely lost upon her 
opponent for the reason that he is a little 
slow of hearing, and Mrs. Whitney talked 
to her audience in a way that did not per- 
mit the Governor to hear all she said. He 
regrets this himself, and said Wednesday 
morning when seen at his hotel: 

“I am very sorry that I did not hear all 
the lady said. he ‘differs from me in 

eneral and in particular, but I am confi- 

ent she is sincere and honest in her views.” 

The Governor then gave an outline of 
his remarks made the day before. 

“YT was charged with having advocated 
universal suffrage in my inaugural address. 
That is a mistake. The women had voted 
at school elections for some time, and I 
said I thought it would be a good thing to 
extend to them the ee of municipal 
suffrage. That is all I said. They try to 
put me dn the position of having advocated 
female suffrage then, and being opposed to 
it now, and that is the reason why I desire 
to explain at this point a how I stood. 

“T gaid, among other things in my address 
last night, that in all the States where fe- 
male suffrage had been adopted no laws had 
been pased by the women improving the 
condition of affairs. No legislation of a 
distinctly beneficial nature could be cred- 
ited to the influence of the female vote. 

“T then made the point that all suffrage, 
male and female alike, should be restricted 
by educational limitations. No one who 
could not read and write should be allowed 
to vote, ! 

“Tt would be imposible now to disfranchise 
men who had the privilege, but a law could 
be passed, to become effective in the future, 
restricting the voting privilege to intelligent 
people. 

“T also cited a fact which I know to be 
true. The liquor business, such as keeping 
open saloons after legal hours, and gam- 
~<a was stopped by the Fire and Police 
Board I appointed. Tith a Governor elect- 
ed largely by female suffrage my board was 
ousted before the end of its term and a new 
board appointed. Illegal liquor selling and 
gambling have been practically unrestrict- 
ed ever since. 

“Again, Senator Wolcott wag the cause of 
the rejection of Oklahoma's statehood ap- 
plication where female suffrage was one 
of the basic features of their new constitu- 
tion. The three female members of the 
Colorado Legislature voted for Wolcott. 

“I merely cited these facts to show how 
matters stood.” 

“What was your controversy with Mrs, 
Whitney about abandoned women?’ 

“Oh, yes; I said that in every city ex- 
cept St. Louis that particular class. of 
women were so distinctly in the hands of 
the political machines that they could be 
used in elections. They would vote as the 
gamblers and illegal saloonists dictated, 
not as they thought they ought to vote. 

“Mrs. Whitney got mad, I believe, about 
this. It is my impression she did, and she 
wanted to knagw if the men were not to 
blame for these women being made a dis- 
tinct class. 

“T held that the women were to blame 
and cited two cases. I asked what woul 
be the result if a nice young man in the 400 
should marry his mother’s servant girl, who 
honestly worked for a living. I said she 
would not be received in society by the 
women, and they know it. 

“Then I told of the case of a Western Sen- 
ator who had married a young woman 
whose only crime was having made dresses 
and received pay for them. When her hus- 
band took her to Washington the ladies 
there wvuld have nothing to do with her.. 
“T held to my point that both male and fe- 
male suffrage should be restricted.”’ 

“Does Mrs.«Whitney impress you as being 
a woman who is likely to succeed in the 
cnuse she is championing?’ was asked. 
The Governor smiled wisely and shook his 
head, sayirg: “I do not care to go into 
that. I have met Mrs. Whitney before and 
have the greatest respect for her. I was 
merely stating facts regarding female suf- 
frage and making no criticisms of indi- 
viduals.”’ 

The Governor may remain tn St. Louis a 
Gay or two longer, but he is not eagerly 
seeking any debates with female antago- 
nists.

THE LAST STRAW. 


IT NEARLY BROKE THE BACKS OF 
THE FILLEYITES. 


SCHAURTE EXPECTED NEXT. 


Then the National Committeeman Will 
Be Paramount in Mis- 
souri. 


The appointment of Webster Davis as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior has some- 
what staggered the St. Louis Republicans, 
many of whom are unable to determine how 
it was possible for Davis to have been 
once a fervent Filleyite and then a trusted 
friend of Kerens, while at the same time 
occupying a position of open hostility to 
Maj. Wm. Warner, who lacks a great 
deal of being a Filleyite or Kerensite just 
now. 

The fact is, ex-Mayor Davis met with a 
turn-down at the hands of Filley at the 
Springfield . convention which soured all 
the young man’s trustful nature. Davis 
had appointed Filley’s kinsman, Jo Harris, 
an election commissionér of Kansas City, 
and had sat with Onkel Henry Ziegenhein 
in various general conferences at the 
Mosque. Yet the old man suddenly fell 
athwart the Davis aspirations for guberna- 
torial honors, and Maj. Warner took an 
anti-Davis delegation to Springfield from 
Jackson County. 

But what puzzles the Republicans most is 
the naming of Warner’s personal and politi- 
cal enemy as Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior when Warner himself was supposed 
to be closer to McKinley than any other 
man in Missouri, except Kerens, and was 
slated for Secretary of the Interior when 
changes in the Cabinet should occur by 
reason of Judge Field’s retirement from the 
Supreme bench. 

he Kerensites explain the situation by 
declaring that Col. Kerens had put Davis 
prominently before the President in advance 
of the inauguration and had really urged the 
appointment to the exclusion of every other 
interest save that of Maj. Bittinger for 
Minister to Switzerland. It was deemed by 
Col. Kerens the most emphatic crush to the 
Filley faction to secure the preferment of 
Davis, and thence there is no surprise over 
the telegraphic information that ‘Col. 
Kerens feels highly gratified.”’ 

No wonder. He has secured on the very 
day of the arrival of Filley’s delegation in 
Washington, the confirmation of C. H. Smith 
as appraiser of the St. Louis port, the ap- 
pointment of Davis as Assistant Secretary 
of the Interior and the retirement of Maj, 
Harlow from the contest for Postmaster. 

All that now remains in the way of demon- 
strating that Col. Kerens is absolutely and 
unqualifiedly paramount in Missouri Repub- 
lican politics is the selection of Col. Frede- 
rick W. Schaurte to the St. Louis Post- 
mastership. 

Schaurte’s preferment would please Ker- 
ens and do more to break the heart of Filey 
than any other one move that that could 
now possibly be made. Filley hates 
Schaurte with an ever-increasing hatred, 
while Schaurte has served Kerens on many 
occasions when the service required the out- 
witting of Filley at his own game. 

Therefore, if Col. Schaurte does not re- 
ceive the office of Postmaster, it will be a 
disappointment to the Kerensites, who have 
asked Col. Kerens to let nothing get away, 
whether it be red-hot or tacked down. 

Postmaster Carlisle admits the probability 
of his deposition, to make an immediate 
ee for a Republican, thinking meanwhile, 
10wever, that his bit of mugwumpery in re- 
taining Cashier Hays, a Republican, should 
entitle him to some consideration. But he 
says now he has slowly learned the lesson 
of partisanship, which he had supposed he 
knew something of before. The Republic- 
ans are demanding a new appointment, pre- 
senting the names of Schaurte, Comfort, 
Ridgley and Holmes, with all the chances 
in favor of Schaurte. 

Then who will remain to open and close

FEATS AT THE CIRCUS. 


Achilles Phileon Practiced Twenty 
Years at His Ball on a Spiral. 


Achilles Phileon, whose marvelous act at 
the Ringling Bros.’ circus is the talk of the 
town, began practicing the feat in 1869, but 
it was not until 1891 that he brought it out 
in public, In conversation. with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he said: 

“Tl began as an acrobat soon after the 
war, and among my other tricks I stood on 
a ball and rolled if across the stage. In 
doing so I noticed that I could keep on one 
plank. One day I had a narrow plank 
raised a foot above the floor and found I 
could keep the ball upon it. The day fol- 
lowing I thought I would lower one end of 
the plank and propel the ball up the incline. 
This worked all right and there at oncs 
came to me the idea of a spiral, I worked 
on it twenty years, meanwhile, of course, 
attending to my other business.

THE QUESTION 
OF TROLLEY WIRES. 


M’MATH AND MARSHALL CAN’T 
AGREE ABOUT THEM. 


EACH IS VERY POSITIVE. 


President of the B: P. I..Says the Mat- 
ter Wasn’t Settled and the Coun- 
selor Says It Was. 


— 


The dispute between President McMath 
of the Beard of Public Improvements and 
City Counselor William C. Marshall over 
the charter amendments has not been ad- 
justed. 

Mr. McMath contends that the ordinance 
introduced in the last session of the As- 
sembly contains provisions affecting trol- 
ley wires, which were never adopted by the 
commission. Mr. Marshall insists that they 
were deliberately adopted by the commis- 
sion, after full discussion, and were de- 
signed to accomplish exactly what is in- 
dicated by the diction. 

More is involved in the dispute than has 


been supposed. On the outcome depends 
whether the trolley wires shall go under 
ground or not. 

The city now has no power to force the 
companies to bury the trolley wires. The 
proposed amendments would enable it to re- 
quire them to do so before obtaining fran- 
chises for extensions, and no franchises 
could be granted to new companies for over- 
head trolleys. 

All the roads now in operation have either 
franchises or State charters for overhead 
wires. Except in such a manner as proposed 
by the charter amendments the city cannot 
force them to bury their wires during the 
life of these privileges. 

All these things were considered, Mr. Mar- 
shall says, and a way was sought to get 
around the difficulty. This led to the adop- 
tion of the disputed amendment, which 
reads, in part, as follows: 

The Municipal:-Assembly shall have no 
power to authorize the construction, 
operation, maintenance, extension or 
change of franchises in any respect of 
any street railroad with overhead wigts 
or overhead trolleys, and it shall be 
made an express condition of every ordi- 
nance hereafter adopted affecting in any 
manner the construction, reconstruction, 
operation, maintenance, extension or 
change of franchise of any railroad com- 
pany now having 4 franchise to use any 
of the streets or public places of the city, 
that such company shall remove its over- 
head wires from such Streets or public 
places before availing itself of such ordi- 
nance, and shall Mle with the Register, 
within sixty days after the approval of 
such ordinance, its written acceptance of 
all the provisions of this charter and of 
the general ordinances of the city relat- 
ing to the running of street railroads 
and agree therein to be bound by the 
same as to its whole line or system of 
railroad, and failing so to do such ordi- 
nance shall be and become void, and no 
other franchise or right shall ever be 
granted to such company to use any of 
the streets or public places of the city; 
and no street railroad shall hereafter be 
constructed, operated or built in the city 
of St. Louis. except according to the 
above, and other conditions of this char- 
ter and in such manner and to such ex- 
tent as may be provided by ordinance,

TEEMS WITH LIFE 


FOR THE SUMMER BUSINESS. 


NEW EXCURSION STEAMERS. 


An Old River Man Draws Comparisons 
Between Business Now and in 
Flush Times. 


The swollen Mississippi is teeming with 
life on the levee these days. Boats, big 
and little, freight boats, passenger boats, 
excursion boats, are being overhauled pre- 
paratory to the opening of the season. The 
passenger traffic opens late this year owing 
to the backwardness of pleasant weather, 
but the passenger and excursion boats are 
being put in first-class order for the river 
recreations when warm weather comes. 

The river is now about stationary. The 
water for several days has almost touched 
the Wabash rails on the levee front at the 
Olive street station. 

River men say there is little likelihood 


of its going higher under present condi- 
‘tions. At no time thi8 season has there 
been any alarm, for the river is not, by at 
least fifteen a as high as it has been 
in years past. n the Bagle boat store, 
on the Levee, there is a post which marks 
the floods of previous years. The flood of 
1892 was three feet higher than at present. 
‘That of 1854 was nine feet higher, While the 
mark which indicates the great flood of 
1844 almost reaches the ceiling of the store- 
room, fully fifteen feet higher than the 
present gauge. On that occasion, remem- 
bered now by but few river men, the whole 
river front was drowned out and all busi- 
ness on the Levee was, of course, suspend- 
ed, The water nearly touched Commercial 
street, 


The chief preparation for the season is 
by the Columbia Excursion Co. Their two 
big boats, Grand Republic and City of 
Providence, are being painted and renovated 
from stem to stern, and when the season 
opens their excursion trips up and down the 
river will be resumed. 

These boats are about the largest that now 
make fast to St. Louis wharves. They are 
said to be capable of carrying 3,000 passen- 
gers each, but it is not likely their owners 
would care to tax their capacity that far. 
The boats are ready to go any reasonable 
distance on special excursions, but their 
principal runs are to Montesano Springs, 
Washington Park, and sometimes to Ailton 
and Quincy. 

Two handsome new vessels will be added 
to the St. Louis passenger fleet this season. 
They are the Quincy and the Dubuque of 
the Diamond Joe Line, and will ply be- 
tween St. Louis and St. Paul. The Dubuque 
has already appeared and lefc Thursday 
last for St. Paul. The Quincy will arrive 
here next week. The latter is the larger and 
more costly of the two. She is a side-whee!] 
vessel, 265 long and 62 feet beam over 
guards, She.was built at Dubuque for the 
Diamond Jo Line and Mr. Lusk, the gen- 
eral passenger agent of the company, says 
she is the best equipped boat St. Louis has 
geen since the old days of splendor in river 
equipment, before the war. Indeed, in many 
respects, she is away ahead of the old 
river palaces, for she is lighted through- 
out by electricity, provided with roomy and 
airy state-rooms, is steered by steam power 
and has every modern appliance of sani- 
tary plumbing, bath rooms and lavatories. 
She is strictly an up-to-date boat. 

“We rely,” said Mr. Lusk, “chiefly upon 
summer travel to Northern resorts, We 
carry freight of course, but we cater chiefly 
to the passenger traffic. You know the 
lake resorts in Minnesota and Wisconsin 
are favorite retreats in hot weather for St. 
Louis people, and a favorite way of reaching 
them is by the river. It is a beautiful trip 
up the Mississippi in the summer, and by 
these new boats we think people will find 
it a double delight. Each boat is equipped 
to carry 200 first-class passengers. 


Capt. William Leyhe of the Eagle Packet 
Line, which runs the New Idlewild and the 

erd Herold, to points down the river as 
far as Cape Girardeau, and also the steamer 
Cherokee up the Illinois River, says his 
company expects the usual amount of 
traffic, though there ig no reason to look 
for any increase, The Eagle Packet Co 
is chiefly a freight line, and does not cater 
particularly to the traveling public. Its 
Southern boats handle a great deal of live 
stock. In good seasons its boats bring up 
from Lower River points from 1,500 to 2,000 
cattle a week, and twice as many hogs. 
Capt. Leyhe is one of the old river men 
He looks a little sad when he casts his eye 
about the levee, and makes mental com- 
parison with the scenes of long ago. 

“Ah!” he said to a et ey ap ma 
“IT have seen the river front at its best an 
worst and I tell you it Isn't a pleasant re. 
flection to see this one time busy scene 
lapse into decay. Why, I have seen as many 
as seventy-five boats tle up here In a day 
and almost as many more backing and 
filling out there in mid-stream, waliting for 
a chance to get their noses in somewhere to 
run a line ashore. I have seen the Levee 
here for a mile or more packed with gooda, 
hundreds of stevedores and roustabouts at 
work and the street in front of these stores 
sO crowded with trucks and drays as to 
impassable. Why, Commercial set, just 
above here, in those days was a commercial 
hive. Now it is a deserted lane in compari- 
son. And look at the wharves! A few ex- 
cursion steamers, a few little freight boats, 
coming in once or twice a week, and there 
you are. It is a sickening spectacle 
tO a man familiar with the busy scenes of 
the past.”’

THE USUAL RAILWAY BILL. 


Municipal Assembly Dallying With 
Corporations. 

The usual railroad bill was introduced 
at Tuesday night’s meeting gt the House 
of Delegates. Mr. Wittenberg is sponsor 
for the latest one. It grants a franchise to 


the North & South Railroad Co. to operate 
a street railway from Third and Chestnut 
streets to the city limits along several 
routes.

Market bill. He wants the new market 
located between Gay, Linden, High and 
Fourteenth streets. 

Speaker Lloyd introduced a bill requiring 
that water rates be paid for water used in 
drinking fountains. 

The Central Railroad Co. franchise bill 
was filed. 

The vote on which the city’ acceptance 
of the central fifty feet of Forest Park 
boulevard was revoked was reconsidered. 
The bill was referred to the Public Improve- 
ment Committee. 

In the Council Mr. Heckel reintroduced 
his filtration bill. It is the same one intro- 
duced last séssion. The members of the 
Board of Public Improvements claim It 
would be ftllegal if passed, as all such meas- 
ures must originate with the Board. 

The bill appropriating $156,000 for the new 
City Hall was. passed. 

Both Houses will meet at 6 p. m. Wednes- 
day to sign the bill.
